OF  THE  PENARTH  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Evans  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1965, 
drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Circular  1/66  (Wales)  of  the  Welsh  Board 
of  Health. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  as  supplied  by  the 
Registrar  General  was  21,750  and  this  is  the  figure  used  for  the  vital 
statistics  shown  in  this  report. 

I have  retained  the  Table  on  page  10  which  shows  interesting 
statistics  extracted  from  the  1951  and  1961  Census,  showing  the  change 
in  the  age  structure  of  the  population. 

Births 

The  number  of  live  births  382,  is  the  highest  ever  recorded.  I 
pointed  out  in  last  year’s  report  that  in  my  opinion  the  high  birth  rate 
in  the  town  is  due  to  two  factors,  the  increase  in  the  birth  rate  as  for 
the  country  as  a whole  and  an  influx  of  young  couples  to  live  in  new 
estates  in  Penarth,  such  as  Llandough. 

Despite  some  writing  in  the  press  about  the  possible  remote 
dangers  of  taking  the  oral  contraceptive  tablet  over  a long  period  of 
time,  it  is  probable  that  about  half  a million  women  are  doing  so  in 
this  country.  This  form  of  family  planning  has  been  supplemented  by 
the  introduction  of  an  intra  uterine  device,  commonly  called  the  loop. 
Under  certain  circumstances,  this  has  certain  advantages  over  the  oral 
contraceptive,  particularly  so  with  problem  families  where  a feckless 
mother  cannot  be  relied  upon  to  take  a daily  tablet  regularly.  It  is  a 
little  early  as  yet  to  gauge  the  effect  the  introduction  of  these  con- 
traceptive methods  will  have  on  the  birth  rate  of  the  country. 
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Infant  Deaths 

Only  six  infants  under  twelve  months  of  age  died  during  the  year, 
three  of  them  within  the  first  week  of  birth.  The  actual  causes  of 
death  are  tabulated  on  page  15. 


Causes  of  Death 

The  Table  on  page  16  covering  a period  of  ten  years,  gives  the 
deaths  in  Penarth  from  three  important  causes,  Carcinoma  of  the 
Lung,  Coronary  Heart  Disease  and  Bronchitis  and  shows  clearly  the 
preponderance  of  male  over  female  deaths  in  these  cases. 

One  reads  and  hears  much  about  deaths  on  the  roads  these  days, 
the  total  being  in  the  neighbourhood  of  8,000  per  annum,  but  far  less 
publicity  is  given  to  deaths  due  to  Lung  Cancer  which  are  about  three 
and  a half  times  as  many  and  as  is  now  well  known,  avoidable  by 
eschewing  cigarette  smoking. 

Some  progress  in  this  direction  is  shown  in  a recent  circular  issued 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  giving  statistics  on  smoking  habits  which 
show  a substantial  rise  in  the  numbers  of  non-smokers  in  the  population 
aged  sixteen  and  over. 

Between  1961  and  1965,  the  numbers  of  people  in  the  country  aged 
sixteen  or  over  rose  by  one  and  a quarter  million  but  the  number  of 
smokers  fell  by  almost  half  a million.  The  proportion  of  non-smokers 
rising  from  43  per  cent  in  1961  to  46  per  cent  in  1965.  These  figures 
show  an  encouraging  trend  especially  among  teenagers.  A survey 
among  a large  sample  of  medical  practitioners  shows  a much  more 
marked  reduction  in  cigarette  smoking.  It  will  take  many  years  for 
this  drop  in  the  number  of  smokers  to  show  its  effect  on  the  incidence 
of  Carcinoma  of  the  Lung  but  the  figures  are  at  least  encouraging. 
The  key  to  the  whole  problem  is  to  concentrate  on  young  school 
children  and  attempt  to  prevent  them  from  becoming  conditioned  to  the 
alleged  joys  of  cigarette  smoking.  School  Health  Authorities  are  of 
course  paying  this  a great  deal  of  attention  and  let  us  not  pretend  that 
this  is  an  easy  task.  Schoolboys  first  smoke  from  a sense  of  bravado. 
I am  quite  sure  that  the  incidence  is  greater  among  the  less  intelligent 
children,  who  may  have  parents  who  are  quite  indifferent  as  to  whether 
their  children  smoke  or  not. 


Accidental  Deaths 

Of  nine  deaths  due  to  accident,  two  were  home  accidents  to  elderly 
people  due  to  falling.  Seven  were  due  to  motor  vehicle  accidents,  they 
included  three  car  occupants  in  three  separate  incidents  and  four  motor 
cyclists. 
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Road  accidents  are  now  the  greatest  cause  of  death  by  far  in  young 
men  up  to  the  age  of  twenty-five  or  thirty.  I have  the  impression  that 
the  greater  majority  of  motor  cyclists  now  wear  crash  helmets  and  it  is 
just  as  well  when  one  bears  in  mind  that  about  a thousand  persons  a 
year  in  England  and  Wales  suffer  from  permanent  brain  damage  due 
to  road  accidents. 

I also  have  the  distinct  impression  that  the  apparent  affluence 
which  we  have  experienced  in  the  last  few  years  has  resulted  in  less 
motor  cycles,  these  being  replaced  by  young  men  joining  together  and 
buying  a mini  or  some  type  of  sports  car.  Already  it  has  been  shown 
that  this  is  almost,  if  not,  more  dangerous  than  motor  cycles,  particularly 
as  one  not  infrequently  sees  them  travelling  along  at  considerable 
speed  being  pursued  by  a group  of  friends  a few  feet  behind.  A 
dreadful  driving  fault  which  accounts  for  about  ten  per  cent  of  all 
serious  road  accidents. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  is  shown  on  page  18. 

Tuberculosis 

Of  the  three  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  discovered,  two 
were  middle  aged  and  one  an  Old  Age  Pensioner. 


Bacilliary  Dysentry 

Of  the  fifty-nine  cases  of  this  disease  notified,  twenty  occurred  at 
Llandough  Hospital.  Of  the  thirty-nine  Penarth  residents  affected, 
twenty  occurred  in  nine  households.  Twenty-eight  of  the  thirty-nine 
cases  occurred  in  school  or  pre-school  children.  There  was  no  particular 
seasonal  prevalence,  the  disease  appeared  fairly  regularly  throughout 
the  year. 


Food  Poisoning 

Of  the  thirteen  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  notified,  ten  were  Penarth 
residents. 

The  causative  organism  in  six  of  these  was  Salmonella  Stanley  and 
occurred  almost  at  the  same  time.  Although  the  organism  could  not 
be  recovered  from  suspected  meat  products  which  were  sent  for 
examination,  it  would  appear  to  be  of  some  significance  that  this 
organism  was  being  isolated  from  pig  carcases  at  the  Cardiff  abattoir 
at  this  time. 
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Poliomyelitis 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 


Preventive  Immunisation 

Details  of  vaccination  and  immunisation  procedures  carried  out 
in  the  main  by  the  medical  staff  of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  and 
to  a lesser  extent  by  some  of  the  General  Medical  Practitioners  are 
shown  on  page  21. 

Heath  Services 

A list  of  hospitals,  hostels  and  other  institutions  situated  in 
Penarth  together  with  details  of  the  frequency  of  the  various  clinics 
administered  by  the  Divisional  Health  Office  of  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  are  shown  on  page  22. 

Chiropody 

The  County  Council  scheme  giving  free  chiropody  treatment  to 
Old  Age  Pensioners  and  handicapped  persons,  continued  during  the 
year  and  the  increased  demand  necessitated  two  sessions  a week  being 
held  at  Beecroft  Clinic.  574  persons  were  given  treatment  at  the 
Clinic  and  306  in  their  own  homes. 

This  service  is  much  appreciated  by  the  recipients  and  in  particular 
those  folk  receiving  domicilliary  treatment,  some  of  whom  are  house- 
bound solely  due  to  the  condition  of  their  feet. 

Swimming  Baths 

Seven  samples  of  sea  water  were  taken  from  the  swimming  baths, 
two  Bacteriological  and  five  Chemical,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

We  have  continued  to  use  the  special  apparatus  sited  on  the  roof 
of  the  Paget  Rooms,  to  measure  the  amount  of  gaseous  pollution  in  the 
atmosphere,  the  analysis  being  carried  out  in  the  Laboratory  each  month 
and  expressed  as  milligrams  of  sulphur  trioxide  per  100  sq.  cm.  of 
surface  per  day. 

The  highest  figure  found  was  1.28  and  the  lowest  0.31  giving  an 
average  daily  of  0.65  milligrams.  This  figure  as  usual  is  well  below 
the  quoted  average  for  cities  and  urban  districts. 

A record  kept  of  the  days  when  a sulphurous  smell  emanating 
from  the  Cement  Works  could  be  detected  in  the  centre  of  the  town 
showed  that  this  was  noticeable  only  on  eleven  days  during  the  year. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963 

An  account  of  the  work  carried  out  under  the  above  Act  is  given 
on  page  36. 


The  Act  requires  that  all  dangerous  parts  of  machinery  in  offices 
and  shops  must  be  securely  fenced  or  be  in  such  a position  as  to  be 
safe  for  every  person  employed. 


The  administration  of  these  safety  provisions  are  new  to  the  work 
of  the  Council  and  considerable  time  was  spent  on  the  inspection  of 
machinery  in  offices  and  shops. 

A particular  problem  arose  over  food  slicing  machines  and  there 
appeared  to  be  difficulty  in  obtaining  adequate  guards  for  this  type  of 
machine.  This  however  appeared  to  be  a national  problem  and  as  the 
result  of  discussions  between  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  the 
manufacturers.  It  now  appears  that  arrangements  have  been  made  to 
produce  satisfactory  guards  both  for  existing  and  new  machines. 


Present  Day  Medicine  in  this  Country 

Apart  from  attendance  at  advisory  Infant  Welfare  Centres  in 
infancy,  and  later  the  school  Health  Service,  the  individual  in  this 
country  is  not  called  upon  or  encouraged  to  submit  himself  for  periodic 
medical  examination  unless  he  becomes  a member  of  the  armed  forces 
or  an  employee  of  one  of  the  larger  private  or  nationalised  industries. 
We  are  conditioned  to  seeking  out  our  medical  practitioner  only  when 
we  have  developed  symptoms  or  some  degree  of  illness,  thus  general 
medical  practice  is  dependent  upon  the  individual  reporting  to  his 
doctor.  b 


Surveys  carried  out  by  research  workers  have  shown  that  on 
average  a medical  practitioner  has  only  knowledge  of  something  between 

0 and  40  per  cent  of  the  true  mental  and  physical  illness  in  his  practice. 

1 hus,  one  survey  of  a sample  of  people  aged  over  sixty-five  revealed 
that  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  them  had  one  or  more  disability  either 
medical  or  mental  which  could  be  cured  or  alleviated  with  appropriate 


Much  thought  has  been  given  in  the  last  few  years  to  ways  and 
means  of  carrying  out  mass  screening  of  the  population  to  seek  out 
diseases  amenable  to  treatment.  Public  Health  Departments  have 
been  pioneers  m this  work,  notably  Bedford,  Teddington,  Rotherham 

aMnh!Xfnfd,kandntm°ng^t,he  dlseases  screened  were  Diabetes,  Radio- 
g P ) of  the  Chest,  Glaucoma,  Cervical  Cytology  of  the  Womb 
Anaemia  and  Deafness.  Admittedly  much  more  research  still  needs 
to  be  done  to  determine  which  diseases  should  be  included  in  a 
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screening  programme.  However,  where  these  pilot  screening  clinics 
have  been  held,  the  public  has  come  along  in  unexpectedly  large 
numbers. 

There  are  those  who  decry  the  setting  up  of  such  clinics  and  are 
of  the  opinion  that  in  the  main  only  the  hypochondriac  will  present 
themselves,  but  experience  has  shown  that  this  is  not  so. 

The  public  as  yet  does  not  seem  to  have  an  insight  into  the  serious 
state  of  the  Health  Services  at  present  in  this  country.  It  is  bedevilled, 
particularly  the  hospital  service  by  shortage  of  medical,  nursing 
ancillary  staff  and  money.  Someone  has  stated  that  we  live  in  an  age 
of  private  affluence  and  public  squalor  (I  would  exclude  the  majority 
of  the  elderly  from  the  former). 

An  example  of  this  is  that  when  one  visits  banks,  hotels,  many 
offices,  insurance  and  other,  or  large  stores,  one  is  surrounded  by 
comparative  luxury,  whereas  if  one  sustains  an  illness  necessitating  a 
visit  or  admission  to  hospital,  one  may  well  be  in  a building  constructed 
and  barely  modified  since  the  turn  of  the  century.  I believe  this  to  be 
true  of  sixty  or  seventy  per  cent  of  our  hospitals.  Our  priorities  appear 
to  have  gone  sadly  awry. 

The  late  Helena  Rubenstein  was  quoted  as  having  stated  that  one 
days  gambling  losses  in  Las  Vegas  would  finance  “medicare”  for  all 
the  old  people  in  the  U.S.A.  for  a year  and  one  would  not  have  much 
difficulty  in  thinking  of  a parallel  in  this  country. 

Slowly  but  surely  the  Government  and  public  must  become 
conditioned  to  the  idea  that  a good  Health  Service  is  something  worth 
spending  money  on  and  should  qualify  for  a much  larger  proportion  of 
the  national  expediture  than  at  present,  about  four  per  cent. 

In  the  last  year  or  two,  there  has  been  renewed  interest  in  the 
building  of  Health  Centres  where  medical  practitioners  either  in  group 
practice  or  singly,  would  work  under  the  same  roof  and  in  close  liaison 
with  local  authority  medical  services.  This  is  a step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion and  I am  glad  to  state  that  the  Penarth  medical  practitioners  have 
shown  great  interest  in  the  building  of  one  in  Penarth.  The  size, 
nature  and  population  of  the  town  would  appear  to  be  ideal  for  such  a 
project. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Section  47) 

(Removal  of  persons  in  Need  of  Care  and  Attention) 

No  action  was  taken  under  section  47  of  the  above  Act,  during  the 
year  i.e.,  the  compulsory  removal  on  a Court  Order  of  persons  “who 
are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  other 
persons  proper  care  and  attention”. 
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Conclusion 

Finally,  I wish  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Chairman  of  the 
Health  Committee,  and  all  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  support, 
also  to  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their  assistance  in 
compiling  this  report  and  their  enthusiasm  and  loyalty  at  all  times.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  town  receives  a constant  service  of  a soft  upland  surface  water 
from  the  Cardiff  Water  Undertaking  situated  on  the  Brecknock  Beacons. 
The  water  is  highly  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  there 
being  no  real  concern  regarding  the  latter  except  occasionally  a degree 
of  economy  being  introduced  by  a ban  on  the  use  of  garden  hoses. 

Fifteen  Bacteriological  and  three  Chemical  samples  of  water  were 
taken  from  the  piped  supply  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  all  of 
which  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

A daily  check  is  also  kept  on  the  amount  of  residual  chlorine  in 
the  water  from  various  parts  of  the  town  by  testing  with  a Patterson 
Chloroscope. 

All  Penarth  houses  are  provided  with  water  direct  from  the  public 
water  mains.

Surface  Campaign 

The  number  of  complaints  received  and  dealt  with  during  the  year 
was  178  and  altogether  1,044  visits  of  inspection  were  carried  out. 

The  methods  used  for  rat  destruction  by  the  department  were  those 
laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

The  main  surface  infestations  were  found  in  premises  where  a 
food  supply  was  available  and  difficulties  were  often  encountered 
where  poultry  houses  were  improperly  constructed. 

Many  visits  were  paid  to  business  premises,  farms  and  refuse  tips 
and  adequate  control  was  established,  there  being  no  major  infestations. 


Sewer  Campaign 

The  work  of  destroying  rodents  in  the  sewers  was  continued  during 
the  year  by  carrying  out  the  half  yearly  treatments  as  recommended 
by  the  Ministry. 

Each  treatment  consisted  of  baiting  with  0.025%  pure  Warfarin 
with  oatmeal,  Risella  Oil,  Castor  sugar  Paranitrophenol.

SECTION  8— LIGHTING 

During  the  year,  ten  shops  were  found  to  have  no  lighting  in  parts 
of  their  premises,  e.g.,  water  closets,  passages  and  staircases  and  notices 
were  served  to  provide  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

On  lighting  standards,  the  Council  have  now  purchased  a light- 
meter  and  during  1966,  the  Inspectors  will  be  taking  light  meter 
readings  as  a routine  measure  in  offices  and  shops. 


ACCIDENTS 

Under  Section  48  of  the  Act,  employers  are  required  to  notify  the 
Council  of  any  accident  occurring  on  their  premises  which  causes  the 
death  of  any  employee  or  which  disables  any  employee  from  doing  his 
usual  work  for  more  than  three  days. 

During  the  year  two  accidents  were  notified  to  the  Council,  both 
were  non  fatal,  and  the  two  employees  involved  returned  to  work 
within  fourteen  days. 

Upon  inspection  of  the  two  premises  concerned,  the  Inspectors 
found  that  the  accidents  were  not  caused  by  any  contravention  of  the 
Act,  and  no  further  action  was  taken  by  the  Council  in  these  matters. 
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PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951 

One  licence  has  been  granted  to  keep  a Pet  Shop  in  the  urban  area 
of  Penarth. 

The  premises  were  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  order. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 
Licensing  of  Premises 

The  Animals  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  provides  for  a system 
of  licensing  and  inspection  by  the  Council  of  any  establishment  at 
which  a business  of  providing  accommodation  for  cats  and  dogs  is 
carried  on. 

One  application  was  received  but  the  Council  decided  not  to  grant 
a licence. 


REGISTRATION— SCRAP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  1964 

Under  the  Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  no  person  can  carry  on  the 
business  of  Scrap  Metal  Dealer  in  the  Urban  District  unless  registered 
with  the  Council. 

One  registration  was  received  during  the  year. 


HOUSING  ACT,  1964,  SECTION  19 

The  Housing  Act  deals  with  the  question  of  improvement  of 
dwellings  outside  improvement  areas  and  a tenant  occupying  such  a 
dwelling  may  make  representations  to  the  Council  with  a view  to  the 
exercise  by  the  Council  of  their  powers  under  Section  19  of  the  Act. 

Four  representations  were  received  and  the  Council  agreed  to  the 
service  of  the  necessary  preliminary  notices  to  secure  the  improvement 
of  the  houses  concerned. 


NOISE  NUISANCES 

During  the  year  complaints  were  received  concerning  the  noise 
from  a Pumping  Station  which  is  used  to  maintain  adequate  supplies  of 
water  to  Penarth  via  the  Cardiff  Corporation’s  Leckwith  Reservoir. 

The  Council  were  informed  that  construction  work  is  in  hand  on 
the  installation  of  a permanent  pumping  scheme  eleswhere  which  is  to 
supersede  the  need  for  the  pump  at  Cogan.  Until  the  new  system  is 
in  operation,  it  is  hoped  that  the  noise  level  will  be  kept  down  as  much 
as  possible  by  an  alteration  to  the  exhaust  system  and  by  keeping  the 
doors  of  the  pump  house  closed  whenever  possible. 
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
